HARVARD, IS DEAD

Northeast Harbor, Maine, Aug. 


,' 23.—Charles, William IJliot, 
Har- 


vard's "grand old man" and Ameri- 
!ca's "first citizen" is dead. 


I 
The end came yesterday at the 


'age of 92 to the Presideht-Emeri- 
, liu of Harvard ""University, who 
had been its president for/40 years- 
prior to his retirement at the age 
of 75. and whose outspoken ideas 
mi public affairs commanded 
in- 


ternational attention and respect. 


He died peacefully at the. home 


wlm-e he had spent the summer 
for vears. His son, the Rev. Sam- 
.... A. Elliot, of Cambridge. Mass., 
was with him at the end. He had 
been feeble all summer and con- 
fined to the house .though up till 
a Vow years ago he used to row a 
boa', exercise at which he became 
adept in college days as a itleinber 
of the University cre>v and of the 
flrai Harvard team for which crim- 
son was adopted as the University 
color. 


iT'ntil comparatively 
recently he 


had continued a lifelong habit of 
giving views on public questions. 
He was in his nineties when he 
took issue with Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray -Butler, president of Columbia 
University, on the merits of prohi- 
bition. 


Dr. Eliot, revealing that he had 


become a tee-totaler at the age of 
Sll, praised the Volstead act. 


There will be funeral services 


In re tomorrow and 
in 
Appletoii 


chapel, Harvard University. 


Born in Boston, in the adminis- 


tration of Andrew Jackson, he be- 
came president of Harvard at the 
age of 35 and lived to survive all 
but two of the 28 presidents of the 
United States who were his con- 
temporaries. 


Among the educators 'Dr. Eliot, 


for forty years president of Harv- 
ard University and president emer- 
jltus"until his death, held a world- 
' wide reputation as a grand old 
man of their ' profession, but his 
prominence extended so far beyond 
educational circles that 
he 
was 


ot'teiv-spoken of here and abroad as 
"America's first citizen." He was 
identified 
with practically every 


ecconomic 
or 
social 
question 


brought forward in'the pas^ thirty 
years—writing and 
speaTdng 
so 


fearlessly that_.he was the center of 
as many storms of controversy and 
violent personal attacks as though 
hi/held public office. 


Chosen to the presidency at Har- 


vard'in his 85th year, he'was the 
younfi'est president in the country. 
He had, when he resigned in his 
75th year, held the office 
longer 


than Uie combined terms of his 
five 
predecessors—Hill, 
Felton, 


AViilker. Sparks and Everett. 


He was the son of 
Samuel 
A. 


Eliot of Cambridge, Mass., who 
was treasurer of Harvard. 
He was 


born in Boston, March 20. 1834. and 
gradiiared from' Harvard In 18!>3.' 
In college he stood among the first 
in his class, and was an oarsman 
' i n the varsity crew in 
the 
days 


when college crews rowed in heavy 
cedar barges beautifully fitted up 
>vllh cushions. 
His predilection 


was for chemistry and mathemat- 
ics, and he was -no successful in (he 
I former thai, at the age of 21 he 
beciune a professor of chemistry at 
Harvard, in preference to accepting 
$0.00(1 a year as chemist for a man- 
ufacturing concern in Lowell.
